REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Greenwood. 


The past year has been one of added responsibilities for 
the school department as for every department of local, 
State and National government. 


The school officials and teachers of Greenwood have ac- 
cepted their added duties cheerfully. The loss of time for 
the pupils incurred by rationing registration would be re- 
zrettable were it not for the fact that we are asked-to do 
this work as an aid to securing the future safety of our boys 
and girls in a democratic country. 

There have been only two changes among the teachers 
since last year. Miss Marjorie Hatch succeeds Miss Ruth 
Johnson, who resigned to accept a position in Portland, 
Maine. Madelyn Tyner succeeds Mrs. Charlotte Folsom at 
Richardson Hollow. Mrs. Folsom accepted a position in 
Windham, Maine. 


These new teachers as well as those who have served us 
longer are faithful and efficient workers. 


Our high school students are maintaining a standard of 
scholarship which is highly creditable. A large percentage 
of the names on our high school enrollment have appeared 
on the honor rolls of the schools they are attending. 


In considering the appropriations for the next school year, 
ihere are several things to be noted. 


The balance on hand is, to be sure, larger than last year 
but as one considers the increasing cost of maintenance in 
every line it seems only to be expected that our schools will 
demand financial support comparable to increased cost of 
labor and supplies. Through the help of the equalization 
fund we have been able to increase our teachers salaries and 
io purchase needed books and supplies hitherto impossible. 
Greenwood is sharing in this fund as a reward for its strug- 
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gle in trying to keep its schools on a high level. It is only as 
we continue our struggle that we shall be eligible to share in 
this fund. 


The shortage of teachers, the higher cost for janitor ser- 
vice and the greatly increased cost of fuel must be met. 


Your superintendent appreciates the sacrifice that has 
been made in supporting the schools of Greenwood and she 
feels sure that the education of the boys and girls will not 
suffer because of the higher cost in providing it. 


There are soon to be several changes in the matter of 
conveyance. These changes must be made to conform to the 
orders of the Federal Government and are not made at the 
volition of local school authorities. It is hoped that parents 
and. pupils affected by the changes will accept them as a 
part of their contribution to the War Program. 


The high school tuition bill grows larger from year to 
year. With twenty-nine pupils registered in high school this 
year including only four seniors and ten pupils enrolled in 
the eighth grade, it is evident that the expense of high 
school tuition will increase. 


The overdraft in the repair account of the past year is 
due to the unexpected cost of making a new and much larg- 
er cesspool at Lockes Mills. This should be satisfactory for 
many years. In considering repairs for the coming summer, 
the Tubbs building must be shingled and the interior of the 
Lockes Mills building should be painted. The usual minor 
repairs in all buildings must be provided for. 


Your committee has thoroughly and conscientiously dis- 
cussed the matter of appropriations and were unanimous 
in the figures recommended. 


Once more I wish to thank the superintending school com- 
mittee and other town officials, the teachers, pupils parents 
and citizens for their cooperation as I strive to further the 
interests of the Greenwood schools.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To J. R. Bennett, a constable of the town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct- 
ed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at 
Town Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on Monday, 
the first day of March, 1943, at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
to act on the following articles, to wit: 

Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the municipal officers for the year 1942. 

Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors, and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year, 

Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer for the essuing year. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to elect road eom- 
missioners or commissioner, establish their number and 
fix their pay. 

Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners. 

Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee 
for three years, one member for two years, and all other 
necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To raise money for free high school tuition and 
the support of common schools. 

Art. 10. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 


Art. 11. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses, 
and insurance on schoolhouses, 


Art, 12, To raise money for the supplies of the common 
schools. 
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Art. 13. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local ser- 
vice. 

Art. 14. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
State Aid Road construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28 Revised Statutes 
of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 229, 
Publie Taws of 1937. 


Art. 15. To raise money for snow removal. 


Art. 16. To raise money for the support of roads and 
bridges. 

Art. 17. To raise money for the maintenance of State 
and State Aid Roads. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
not less than $598.00 which is required by law for the main- 
tenance of third class roads. 

Art. 19. To raise money for interest for the ensuing year. 

Art. 20. To raise money for town officers’ bills ‘and 
miscellaneous expenses. , 

Art. 21. To raise money for street lights. 

Art. 22. To see what sum per day the town will pay the 
selectmen for their services. 

Art. 23. To see what sum per hour-the town will vote to 
pay men, teams and trueks with drivers, for labor on the 
highways. 

Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasur- 
er’s and tax collector’s bond. 

Art. 25. To raise the sum of money for Memorial Davy 
observances and name that sum. 


Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise toward paying notes and name that sum. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will raise money for the sup- 
port of poor and name that sum. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipa- 
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tion of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of the 
town: such loan or loans to be paid during the current munt- 
cipal year out of money raised during said current munici- 
pal vear by taxes. Said loans not to exceed in the aggregate, 
#18,0000.00. 

Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to instruet the su- 
perintending school committee to re-open any closed school 
whenever they deem it advisable. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell such real estate acquired by tax liens ‘as they deem for 
the best interest of the town and convey the same by quit 
claim deed. 

Art. 31. To see if the town will pay members of the 
school committee for their services for 1942. 

Art. 32. To see if the town will raise money for Mother’s 
Aid and fix the amount. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to insure the town tractor against property damage 
and personal liability. 

Art. 84. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for grading private way to Chas. B. Mason buildings 
as laid out by county commissioners. 

Art. 85. To see if the town will vote to abate all uncol- 
lected personal property and poll taxes for the years 1933- 
35-36 and appropriate the sum of $126 58 to reimburse the 
treasurer’s account. 

Art. 36. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

The Selectmen will be in session at nine o’clock of the day 
of said meeting for the purpose of correcting the list of vo- 
ters. 

Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with 
your doings thereon.
